approved, the grant projects 
must be* carried out within 
three to five vears. 
Bond funds for all four 
projects have been approved

noted that next year the city 
can expect a 14 to 15 cent tax 
increase due to general fund 
obligations The sale of any 
bonds during the coming 
year

Polly’s Pointers 


Painted floor 
w/ needs sanding

P o lly ’s P r o b le m 


DEAR POLLY — What is the best way to remove paint 
from floor boards? There are at least two thick layers of 
exterior paint on these boards but I would like to strip them 
down and restore the natural beauty of the wood. Any 
suggestions? — DALE. 
DEAR DALE — Doubtless sanding is the only answer to 
your problem. I feel sure you will be able to rent an electric 
floor sander at your local paint or hardware store if you 
wish to do this job yourself. They can advise you as to the 
proper finish for the particular wood in your floor. Good 
luck! - POLLY. 


D EAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that people do not blow the 
horns on their cars when they really need to. especially in park­ 
ing lots or coming out of driveways. Many times they just back 
out without any warning. Also, bicycles scoot by unsuspecting 
pedestrians on sidewalks, which I think is illegal. It not it should 
be. All bicycles should have a horn or bell to warn the pedestrians 
and use it. I have had narrow escapes from both these. — MARY 
M. 
DEAR POLLY — The soles on terry cloth slippers usually wear 
out long before the slippers themselves. To make them last twice 
as long I cut iron-on patches the size of the soles and iron them to 
the bottoms of such slippers. 
Cover the inside faces of closet doors with perforated hard 
board panels to use for hanging belts, purses, shoe bags and so on 
Paint old aluminum bread pans and line them with aluminum 
foil. They make window sill planters that are just the right size. 
To keep the yarns for your crewel embroidery separate by 
colors, use plastic tabs from bread wrappers. Write the color 
chart number on each with a felt tipped m arker to save time 
when making color changes. — MRS. J.C.W. 
D EAR POLLY - When working in the yard trimming, planting 
or weeding, I have found an old discarded shower curtain is a 
useful substitute for a wheelbarrow. Just spread the curtain out, 
rake the debris onto it, pick up two corners and pull to the place 
of disposal. — MRS. J.L. 
DEAR POLLY — My boots look better and last longer if I roll 
up a piece of light weight cardboard and insert it in the top of 
each boot.

— the Rev. William Sloane 
Coffin Jr., Yale University 
chaplain; 
Dr. M ichael de 
Bakey, heart surgeon; Dr. 
Rollo May, psychoanalyst; 
the 
anthropologist 
Ashley 
Montagu; Dr. Robert Berg, 
com m un ity health exp ert 
from Rochester University. 
All talked about how get 
the likes of you over the 
notion you’ll live for ever. 
They granted it’s darned 
hard for you to envision 
death when you’re feeling 
good. 
But they cautioned that all 
that eating, drinking 
and 
abusing yourself to excess 
probably will get you to the 
undertaker ahead of your 
natural due date. Your alter­ 
native; get a grip on things 
threatening to shorten your 
lifespan. 
Dr. Ernst Wynder, noted 
can cer 
resea rch er 
and 
president of the foundation, 
at the start passed out an 
adage. To wit: 
“It should be the function 
of m edicine to help people 
die 
young 
as 
la te 
as 
possible.” 
The theme of the m eeting 
went like this: 
“ It would appear that the 
greatest roadblock to the 
su c c e ss 
of 
a 
d ise a se 
prevention program is the 
individual potential victim .” 
Dr. 
M ay 
thought 
it 
probably w ould 
help 
to 
remind people that “it’s your 
life.” The id ea: “Nobody can 
take care of you like you!” 
May said such a statem ent 
had a terrific im pact on him 
when a young intern told him 
he had to give up smoking, 
alcohol, co ffee and tea. 
These things were having a 
d eliteriou s e ffec t on his 
health. 
May was about to pooh- 
pooh the intern’s words to his 
face. But he stopped and 
grew thoughtful when the 
intern shrugged and said: 
“It’s your life.” 
From then on. May said he 
started taking better care of 
himself. 
The Rev. Coffin said the 
rpal victim s of disease are 
the persons who are not in a 
position to m ake a choice 
about running the risk of 
dying 
ahead 
of 
tim e 
by 
o v e r e a t i n g , 
s m o k i n g , 
drinking to excess. They are 
the poor. 
“We 
know 
poverty 
in­ 
te n sifie s v u ln era b ility to 
disease,” he said. “That is 
the real roadblock.” 
He told of 40,000 babies in 
America who die each year 
because their m others didn’t 
get proper prenatal care or 
else the babies were denied 
life 
support, 
including 
sufficient food, in the first 
year. 
Around 
the vyorld, 
he 
noted, som e 400 m illion 
persons right now are on the 
brink of death because they 
are not able to get enough 
food. 
Instead of worrying about 
Americans who can afford to 
eat, smoke or booze them ­ 
selves into an early grave, 
the theologian sa id , the 
m edical profession 
should 
“go down to W ashington.” 


“The doctors should go 
down 
to 
W ashington 
and 
testify for a better school 
lunch program and for a 
world food bank,” he said. 
Montagu said, “Congress 
is living proof of life after 
death.” 
The Rev. Coffin said as 
chaplain at Y ale he listens to 
pre-medical 
students 
who 
wonder about how they can 
“resist the tem ptation of 
making money, going into 
that field for the glory of 
cash.” 


M ontagu 
said 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
A ssociation 
should 
be 
replaced by an Institute of 
Humane 
M edicine, 
whose 
m em bers are m otivated by 
som ething besides profit. 
Dr. Berg, on the medical 
school scene as a day-to-day 
thing, declared that the need 
for “hum ane m edicine” is 
real. 
“Part of the problem is the 
type of student admitted to 
m edical school,” he said. 
“One should have other 
than m edical school people 
looking at the ’good science 
persons’ on the admission 
list. We need people on the 
adm issions’ com m ittees who 
will weigh other traits.” 
Montagu said 80 per cent 
of the people go to the doctor 
to have som eone to talk to 
and are disappointed when 
they “only get three m inutes 
and a prescription.” 
“That’s not the practice of 
m edicine,” he said. 
“That 80 per cent are 
going 
to 
b ecom e 
sick 
because the doctor does not 
take care of them .” 
Dr. de Bakey isn’t sure 
having a loving doctor is the 
answer. 
He is struck by the fact 
that better than 50 per cent 
of the sm okers who com e 
down with a stroke or heart 
attack and recover go back 
to smoking — even though 
they know 
it’s bound 
to 
shorten their life. 
“ It 's e e m s ,” 
sa id 
Dr. 
Wynder, “that there resides 
within each of 
us, 
to 
a 
greater or lesser degree, an 
illusion of im m ortality — a 
deep-rooted belief that death 
will not occur except in som e 
distant future time. 
“Armed with this illusion 
we are able to maintain a 
lifestyle which is, in effect, 
selfdestructive.” 
“It is a fact also that many 
people fail to follow through 
on doctor’s prescriptions and 
do not take advantage of 
even free health check-up 
programs. 
! 
“Ahcf. in what can be in­ 
terpreted a m clear exam ple 
of ftittllusiorfof immortality, 
m any 
sm o k ers, 
though 
aware of the consequences of 
sm oking, 
continue 
to 
sm oke.” 
Dr. May said the dilem m a 
associated 
with 
mortality 
adds up to ‘‘a problem of 
slow suicide.” 
“Why do human beings 
live in such a way that they 
court death? Invite death? 
Why do they court their own 
destruction? 
“ One 
im m ed ia te 
co n ­ 
clusion is that we cannot 
defend sim ply on the sheer 
will to live. There’s also a 
will to die, 
which Freud 
called the death instinct.” 
“ The m ean in g of that 
phrase, ‘it’s your life,’ in­ 
cludes the assumption that I 
can 
com m it 
suicide if 
I 
choose to and if it does not 
severely harm anyone else.” 
In 
that 
phrase, 
‘‘the 
illusion of im m ortality,’ May 
said he would put “eternity” 
in the place of im mortality. 
“ The 
poet 
M arianne 
Moore proposed the term 
‘eternity’,” he said. 
The Rev. Coffin put on his 
theologian’s hat. 
“ Let’s face it,” he said. 
“Our basic understanding of 
life is a scary. We com e from 
m ystery and darkness and 
go to darkness. 
“It’s really a very scary 
business. I f s a sm all wonder 
we try to get security — by 
smoking and drinking and 
all that.” 
May said the search for 
security is part of the death 
wish. 
To which the Rev. Coffin 
added: 
— M aybe the heart when it 
starts going out ‘‘is trying to 
tell us so m eth in g .” The 
biblical prom ise of ‘‘three 
score and IO years may not 
be so °dumb after all.” 
— According to the Bible 
“all m ortal flesh bites the 
dust.” I f s “dust to dust” and 
“the spirit returns to the god
